Tho Ulatorr "■" Tobacco. 

It ts asserlod that tobacco was In uso 
In china from tho earliest times, but 
wo hare no certain knowledge that this 
was tlio case. If It was su tliu knawl-. 
edge of (he plant and Its uses must 
have been carefully guarded by llio 
Chinese, for It wns not In trod need Into 
any other Oriental nation until nftcr 
Its discovery In America. When 
Columbus llrst landed on llio Island of 
Sun Domingo, In tho West Indies, ho 
lniind tobacco In use among the natives 
there, who smoked It when made into 
small cylindrical rolls and wrapped In 
mal/.o loaf. Tho Indians on tho conti- 
nent smoked It In a pipe, and among 
all tlio tribes, from Peru to Upper 
Canadn, tlio tlrst discoverers found tbo 
plant to bo lo use, and In have bean 
known to them from so early n period 
that the limn of Its tlrst discovery wns 
unknown- Tho smoking tobacco wllh 
the Indians partook largely of tha 
nature of a religious rite. Tho feeds 
of tho tobacco plant were first brought 
to Europe by Ganzalo Heron odes da 
Ovlcdo, who Introduced It Into Spain, 
where It wns first cultivator! as an 
ornamental plant till a traveler, who 
had noted its uso among tho American 
Indians, called attention to its nar- 
cotic properties. The namo Is said to 
have been taken from Tnbacco, n 
» province of Yucatan, though others 
derive it from Tobago, an Island in the 
Caribbean Sen, and yet others from 
Tabasco, lo thuGulf of Florida. Tlio 
practice of smoking tho dried loaf of 
tho plant be can jo general In Spain, 
and Its manufacture Into snuff followed 
snoa after. It \ra» Introduced Into 
Il.nl v In 16C0, nnd about tbo snmu tlmo 
Into France. Tlio first to bring tlio 
seeds of tho plant Intn tlio latter 
country wns Je.no Nicnt, tlio Frcaeli 
ambassador to Portugal, In whoso 
honor tobacco received Its botanical 
name nlcotiano, whence tlio name nico- 
tine, applied to a poisonous extract 
from Ilia plant. Tobacco is said lo 
hnvo bee n tlrst introduced Into England 
bv Sir Walter Ualclgh. From those be- 
ginnings tlio u so of tho weed spread 
over tlio entire eastern continent. It 
did not became known In Asia until 
tlio soTontcpntb century, hut was taken 
Up by tho Oriental initio ns with great 
eagerness, nnd limy nro now tbogroat- 
est smu kors In the world.

He hoped, he said, that ft 
would have some rnltio lo mo, on ac- 
count nf Its association with tho Hres 
of four political offenders, all of whom 
I had known. On* of them was a 
refugee in Loudon, another was nn 
ex Ilo In Tomsk, and two bad escaped 
tho jurisdiction nf tlm Huisinn 1>ot- 
ernmanl hy tnkltjg thdr own lives. 

"I tried in n'niTVidkliofski'.s letter 
aloud lo my wife; hut ns I recalled tho 
higher diameter ami lovable personal- 
ity of the «Ti(er and Imagined what 
tills last blow of fate mini linvu been 
lo such a man,— In exile, In broken 

health, and with a family of helpless 
children dependent upon him, — the 
written lines vaulshcd In a mist of 
tears, and with a clinking In my throat 
I put the letter and tlm Utile match- 
box nwnv, 

"Tho Tsnr may whilvn the lialr of 
such inun ni Felix Volkhofskl in Hie 
silent hnmh-rool casemates of the for- 
tress, and he nuty send Ihcm in gray 
convict overennL" to Siberia; but a 
time will come, in die providence nl 
Gnd, when their nnmes will stand 
higher than bis on the roll of history, 
and when I lie record of Hioir lives arid 
truiTcring* will ho of heroic inspiration 
to nil Russians who lovo liberty and 
their counter."
